1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 28-3 1 and 
35-38 directed to Invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 28-31 and 35-38 
have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claims 27, 33, 34 and 39-44 are allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 
5-12 of the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, which is hereby 
incorporated by reference. As noted therein, as argued on pages 5-9 of Appellant's brief, the 
claimed invention requires the layer of cobalt disilicide being in contact with a reagent 
comprising water, ammonium hydroxide, and hydrogen peroxide whereas the closest prior art 
does not teach or suggest the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
